Introduction 


Savanna Army Depot (SVDA or depot) has 
been part of the community since 1918. For 
the past 80 years, the depot has served many 
purposes, including housing an artillery proof 
firing range, an ammunition storage depot, the 
home of the U.S. Army Defense Ammunition 
Center, and conducting munitions reclamation 
and demilitarization services. In 1995, the 
depot was placed on the Department of 
Defense's base closure list. The depot was 


officially inactivated on March 18, 2000. 


Plans are underway to transfer approximately 
13,000 acres to several federal and state 
agencies and local organizations. The Jo- 
Carroll Depot Local Redevelopment 
Authority (LRA) plans to redevelop 3223 
acres for industrial and commercial use. The 
US. Fish and Wildlife Service (USFWS) will 
receive 9,000 acres for a wildlife refuge, to 
be named the Lost Mound Unit. The Illinois 
Department of Natural Resources (IDNR) will 
receive 270 acres in the Primm’s Pond and 
Beaty Creek areas. The Army Corps of 
Engineers will receive 456 acres, approxi- 
mately 280 for recreational uses and 176 
acres for dredge disposal. 


Due to the very nature of its mission, SVDA 
engaged in a variety of operations involving 
hazardous and explosive materials. In some 
cases, the use or movement of these materials 
caused some damage or contamination to the 
soil, groundwater, surface water or sediments 
on the installation’s uplands and bottomlands, 
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requiring action to identify and remove the hazard(s). 
In other cases, the explosive materials present a safety 


hazard. 


Environmental studies have been conducted at the 
depot since 1978. The Army began a remediation 
program in 1989, when SVDA was listed on the 
National Priorities List, sometimes called the Superfund 
List. The studies have been investigating where the 
contaminants and safety hazards occur, what their con- 
centrations are, and if they might cause short-term or 
long-term harm to people or the environment. 


The contaminants include chemicals common to many 
industrial activities, such as solvents, degreasers and 
thinners. Other chemicals are more typical of military 
activities, such as TNT. Many of these contaminants 
can pose unacceptable health, safety, and ecological 
risks to the public or to plants and animals. The exis- 
tence of unexploded ordnance (UXO) and material 
presents the potential for a safety hazard. 


The Army cleaned up two major areas of concern in 
1993 and 1995: the TNT Washout Lagoons and the 
Fire Training Area. In addition, a pilot project was 
conducted at the Opening Burning Grounds in 1996, 
and a removal was conducted in this area for a small 
portion of the site in 1999. Other cleanup efforts are 
planned. For the last two years, the Army has been 
conducting extensive investigations to determine the 
extent of the contamination. 


Why is There a Ban on Recreational Activities at 
the Depot? 


The depot and associated backwaters are currently 
closed to the public due to the potential unacceptable 
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health and safety risks posed by the unexploded ord- 
nance and other contaminants on the site. The Army 
made the decision in March 2000 following a risk 
assessment by the Operations Support Command 
Safety Office, an archive search on unexploded ord- 
nance, and preliminary results of a UXO field survey. 
Based upon the information, the Army concluded that 
the potential risk from UXO to the public was too great 
to permit recreational activities, such as hunting, camp- 
ing, and fishing. Completed field studies for other con- 
taminants show some areas would also pose unaccept- 
able risks to the public. These additional concerns will 
also be addressed by the Army before allowing 
public access. 


When will Recreational Activities be Permitted on 
the Depot? 


Public access may be restricted for a very long time. 
Due to the complexity of the on-going UXO environ- 
mental investigation, it will be necessary for further 
study to be completed prior to a plan of action. Once 
the land has been transferred from the Army to the 
future landowners, public access will depend on those 
landowner's plans. While definite plans for future 
recreational uses have not been made yet, the USFWS 
and IDNR wish to have facilities that will allow the 
public to bird watch at Primm’s Pond and that will pro- 
vide an interpretive area near a hiking trailhead. 


Current Uses of the Depot 


Business activities (including the LRA) presently occur 
at the existing buildings from 5:00 am to 9:00 pm. 
There is also a security force and a small Army staff on 
site. The Army staff manages the installation and over- 
sees the environmental program. At the current time, 
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
